Doc, as far as I know, what you need to do is make your own. 


Tie the shields of two cables together at each end. At the shack end, 
connect the shields to the station ground, normally your tuner chassis. 
Leave the shields floating at the load end. Treat the two center conductors 
as you would open wire line or ladderline. 


Impedance is twice that of each coax. Coaxes do *xnot*x have to be placed 
next to one another. Each can take any path to get to the shack as long as 
they are the same length. Losses are same as total length of coax since the 
line current that flows in one coax returns in the other. No current in the 
braid if the line is balanced. 


I would not suggest using this for more than a short run to get ladderline 
into the shack - can be pretty lossy with high SWR typical of ladderline 
situations. 


There used to be made - and maybe still is - a product called Twinax which 
was two coaxes in a common shield and jacket. I recall that it was very 
expensive and doubt that it is still around. 


I use a pair of RG-213 cables about 12 ft long to go from ladderline to my 
loop into the shack to a bead balun to the MFJ 989C tuner with coax input. 
If you plan to ever run more than QRP, don't scrimp on the cable size since 
the high SWR can develop large voltages. Also suggest using only solid 
dielectric, not foamed since it has a higher voltage rating.

Hi Alex, 

One of the wonderful attributes of a monoband end-fed halfwave antenna 
is that you really don't need any transmission line from the antenna 
tuner to the end feedpoint of the half-wave. What you are describing 
should work as is, even if the feedpoint is only a few feet from the 
rig, assuming you are using an antenna tuner and not a quarter-wave 
transmission line matching section. If you are using a transmission 
line matching section then you're probably going to need to find some 
more space. 


Regardless of how the EFHWA is matched, the point of maximum RF 
current is still a quarter wave from the antenna end like a center fed 
dipole. I would try to keep that point as high as possible. Could an 
endfed inverted V be a workable configuration for you? 


If you are using a transformer-based end fed tuner (example: NJQRP 
rainbow tuner) then I would recommend _not_ shortening the antenna 


since you want the antenna wire to remain as close to resonant length 
as possible. This ensures that the end fed tuner connects to a 
(highly) resistive feedpoint with a minimum of reactance. 


Based on what you described I would bring the antenna wire straight in 
to my tuner with a short piece of coax between the tuner and rig. If 

you don't have a good RF ground, a quarter wave counterpoise and/or a 

choke balun between the tuner and rig helps keep RF out of the shack. 

I use a similiar antenna feed system in my shack.

Gang, 


While this is radio related, it is probably not QRP related because I think 
it will take more than QRP power to make the gadget I describe here work. 


The other night at our club meeting an older ham brought in a Twin-lamp SWR 
indicator. He could not explain how it worked and I am curious. In 
researching it I came across a note on a newsgroup that mentioned that this 
device appeared in the 1957 ARRL Handbook. Does anyone have a copy of that 
article they could copy and send me? Willing to pay reasonable costs for it. 


For those who have never seen this device it consisted of a short piece of 
300 ohm twin lead. This piece of twin lead was taped to the 300 ohm 
tranmission line that ran from the xmit to the antenna and lay flat against 
it. The short piece of 300 ohm twin lead with the twin lamps was shorted 
at both ends and the two lamps were located at the center (lengthwise) of 
one conductor. The lamps were in series with this conductor, i.e. the lamp 
filament became a part of this loop. In between the two lamps the 
conductor was shorted to one lead of the transmission line. 


What you ended up with was a one turn loop with two lamp filaments as part 
of the loop, and the midpoint of one side of that loop was shorted to one 
conductor of the transmission line. 


Poor ASCII drawing: 


The two L's represent the lamps. The upper and lower lines are the two 
conductors of the transmission line. The short doesn't quite make contact 
here <g>. Hope you get the idea. 


I am curious how this gizmo works. What I have been told is that one lamp 
will lite due to forward power and the other will light due to reflected 
power, and as you tune and eliminate SWR the reflected power lamp will 
extinguish. Doesn't sound possible to me since the two lamps are in 
series. Maybe the length of the loop is critical? 1/4 wl?

"When laid flat against the line to be checked, the coupling is such that 
outgoing power on the line causes the lamp nearest to the transmitter to 
light, while reflected power lights the lamp nearest the load..." 


"A few inches will suffice with high power at high frequencies, while a foot 
or two may be needed with low power and at low frequencies."

I carry an ADI HT-200 Handi Talkie with me every morning while I 
walk the dogs and chat with other Dog Walkers in other parts of town. We 
meet on 146.84 MHz FM and I run about a watt. 


The original battery clips on the radio and is a 12 volt 
battery. It runs 2 watts or 5 watts and runs down very fast. It was just 
a 700 Ma-hour battery. I bought for $50 a 7.6 volt battery that had 1500 
Ma-hour storage and that worked very well. I could charge this battery 
overnight and it would run the radio for a week of dog walks. 


The replacement battery is now worn out and a new one still 
costs $50. I found in the new Big Lots store a package of 4 1600 Ma-hour 
AA batteries for $5.00. I bought 3 packages, 12 batteries. 


Then went to the Yost web site and found they had battery 
holders that fit my radio and would hold 6 AA batteries. They have a 
nice small plug for charging and cost $24.00. So I ordered 2 of these 
and they came in yesterday. I stuck all the batteries in the holders and 
charged up one using my HP power supply set for 160 Ma max current. This 
morning the charged set will walk with me. 


I think this solution will take me over the hump and the 
repeaters will go away before my second battery fails...:-)

While this is radio related, it is probably not QRP related because I think 
it will take more than QRP power to make the gadget I describe here work. 


The other night at our club meeting an older ham brought in a Twin-lamp SWR 
indicator. He could not explain how it worked and I am curious. In 
researching it I came across a note on a newsgroup that mentioned that this 
device appeared in the 1957 ARRL Handbook. Does anyone have a copy of that 
article they could copy and send me? Willing to pay reasonable costs for it. 


For those who have never seen this device it consisted of a short piece of 
300 ohm twin lead. This piece of twin lead was taped to the 300 ohm 
tranmission line that ran from the xmit to the antenna and lay flat against 
it. The short piece of 300 ohm twin lead with the twin lamps was shorted 


> at both ends and the two lamps were located at the center (lengthwise) of 
> one conductor. The lamps were in series with this conductor, i.e. the lamp 
> filament became a part of this loop. In between the two lamps the 

> conductor was shorted to one lead of the transmission line.

Hello to all! 


Here is a question for the antenna experts. I need some advice on how 
to optimize (improve?) the antenna I am using. I have a nearly 
horizontal run about 25 feet above the ground. From my "center" 
Support (Radio Shack TV Mast) right above (25 feet above) my shack, I 
have a horizontal run of about 250 feet. This run is made up of a 
horizontal run north-north-east of about 90 feet, and a southern 
horizontal run of about 160 feet. I initially had two 70 foot runs of 
copper braid (the Radio Shack 70 foot coils), but didn't like the fact 
that I had about 100 feet of black dacron running south from the end 
of the copper to the southern support. I therefore tacked on another 
70 foot run of Radio Shack copper, trying to "mimic" the windom 
approach, feeding the antenna off-center at about the 1/3 length 
point. The feedline is 450 ohm ladder line to the balanced input to 


my transmatch. The problem is that I seemed to have a better transmit 
signal with 140 feet of copper than I do now with 210 feet. I could 
either tack on more, for a total run of about 250 feet, or pare it 
down to some other length. My constraint is that my north support is 
only about 90 feet from my feedpoint. 


What do you recommend for an optimized antenna that can be used on 
multiple QRP bands?? 


Thanks to all who are much more comfortable with antenna design than 
I am.

WRC-03 70-CM BAND THREAT DISCUSSED BY SARL 


It has come to the attention of the South African Radio League, SARL 
that the threat to the 70-cm band WORLD WIDE is once again very real. 
The SARL has just received a discussion paper which will be tabled 

at the World Radio Conference next year (WRC-03) which directly 
targets the portion of 432 to 438 MHz for exclusive use by the planned 
Earth Exploration Satellite Service (EESS) due to be launched soon. 


If this proposal is carried at the World Radio Conference next year it 
will see this portion of spectrum allocated on a worldwide basis and 
this spells the death knell of all 70-cm operation. 


The SARL is engaged in urgent talks with the SA regulatory body, ICASA, 
and other interested parties to try and convince them that this would 
be a severe blow to amateur radio. 


The section of the proposal and the motivation is as follows: 


Agenda Item 1.38: 

‘to consider provision of up to 6 MHz of frequency spectrum to the 
Earth exploration-satellite service (active) in the frequency band 
420-470 MHz, in accordance with Resolution 727 (Rev. WRC-2000).' 


Background. 

According to the United Nations Conference on Environment and 
Development 

(UNCED), Rio de Janeiro, 1992, there is an urgent need for assessment 
and 

systematic observations of forest cover and rate of forest degradation 
in 

tropical and temperate regions. Active space borne sensors (Synthetic 
Aperture Radars (SARs) are needed to enable the monitoring of forest 
biomass. 


Systems operating on frequencies around 450 MHz can penetrate the 
canopy of 

forests, and have the capability to determine the ground-trunk 
interaction and are in the context of forest cover information of 
particular importance. 


Systems operating at 1,3 GHz, or higher frequencies cannot penetrate 
the canopy. 


The spectrum around 450 MHz is also optimal for monitoring of 
continental 

ice and for monitoring of vegetation and soil surfaces for desert and 
tropical areas. 


Probably, as the SARL are saying, "never before have we needed as many 
amateurs as possible to join and illustrate to the regulatory authority 


that strength lies in numbers. '
